A Bili to declase tie Treaties between the United States and 
: the Republic of Fratce void and’of no effect, 

Whereas the treaty of amity ahd commerce between 
the United States and the French Government, conclu- 
ded onthe 6th Febsmaty, 1778, is declared to “ be 
founded upon reciprocal utility, and the juft rules of 
free intercourfe.” And whereas the treaty of alliance 


betwixt the fame parties, and of the fame date, was 
formed for the effential end of maintaining effe€tually the 


liberty, fovereignity, and independence, abfolute and 
unlimited, of the United States, as well in matters of 
Government as of commerce: And whereas, a regard 
to national interefts requires, (and the principles of the 
law of nations juftify the meafure,) that where one party 
to a folemn compaét openly violates it, the other is te- 
leafed from all its obligations: And whereas the Re- 
public of France, regardlefs of its engagem entsshas re- 
peatedly infraéted the moft important articles of its rtea- 
ties with the United States, to the great injury and an- 
nhoyance Of their citizens, as will be fully exemplified by 
a reference to the following ftate of facts, viz. 
Merchandize, the property of an euemy, found on 
board American veffels, is, by feveral decrees of the 
French Republic, expofed to capture, in violation of an 
article of the treaty of amity and commerce, which 
{tipulates, that “ free thips fhall make free goods.” In 
open defiance of a law, which was enaéeed to enforce the 
obfervance of a ftrict and impartial nevtrality, veffels 
to cruize againft their enemy have been armed in the 
ports of the United States by the agents of the French 
Republic. Military commiffions, under. the authority 
of the Republic of France, have been diftributed among 
the citizens, and an armed force to be employed in its 
fervice has been raifed, and attempted to be raifed, in 
various parts of the Union, for the evident and avowed 
purpofe of involving the United States in a war with 
Great Britain, as a neceflary confequence of permit- 
ting, within their jurifdiétion fuch a flagrant breach ef 
neutrality. French Confular Eftablifhments within the 
United States have aflumed the powers incident to 
Courts of Admiralty; and have proceeded to the tria}! 
and condemnation of enemies veffels, brought into the 
American ports, thereby violating the fovereignty, and 
compromifing'the peace and neutrality of the nation. 
Similar inftitutions, with’ the fame incompetent au- 
thorities, have taken cognizance of American veflels 
captured and carried into foreign ports, and have de- 
creed their condemnation, thereby depriving the Ame- 
rican claimants of all thofe fafepuards which accompany- 
the ufual and regular adminiftration of maritime jurif- 
prudence. The regulations of the Britith Govern- 
‘ment, in relation to the American Commerce, howe- | 
ver unauthorized and unjaft, are made a pretext to ju. 
ftify the adoption of a fimilar fytem on the part of the 
French Republic, although it is evident, thatthe Uni- 


ted States. not having a controul over the atts ‘of that 
nation, cannot be refponfible for their tupenpas na- 


which ate not inéludéd in the lift of contraband-arti- 
cles, are by a decree of the Agents of France made 
-Hable to capture, thereby contravening the provifions of 
the Treaty, to the great injury of the commerce and 
navigation of the United States. 

Seapapers for merchant fhips not contemplated by the 
treaty, nor ever required in the commercial intercourfe 
betwixt the partics, were arbitrarily, and without any 
previous notice, exacted, and the want ‘of them made 
a plea for capture and condemnation, by which infidi- 
Ous arrangement, the commerce of ‘the United States 
became immediately expofed to moleftation, and has in 
confequence thereof, fuffered immenfe depredations — 
A decree of the French Government ftipulates, that 
the character of American bottoms fhall be determined 
bythe quality of their refpective cargoes. The manu- 
facture or produce of the Britith poffeflions found on 
board the fame, render liable to feizure and confifcation 
both veffel and cargo. 

By eftablithing fuch an unprecedented and oppreflive 
priociple, with refpect to the relationfliip of neutral 
nations, a deadly blow is aimed at the mo‘ effential 
and extentive branch of commerce purfued by the Ame- 
rican people. Aimietican citizens found on board the 
veflels of the enemies of France, either as officers of 
feamen, are by'a decree of the French Republic, which 
outrages every feeling of humanity, made liable to fuf- 
fer as pitates, “ without being allowed in any cafe, to 
alledge that they were forced to it byjviolence, menaces, 
or otherwife. 

And whereas, to obtain fecurity againft further grie. 
vances and aggreflions, a compenfation for injuries fuf- 
tained, as-well as to reftore the ties of amity which for- 
merly united the two nations, and which Have been fe- 
vered by the lawlefs aad outrageous conduct. of the 
French government, the United-States, in the Spirit of 
peace and conciliation, had recourfe to a friendly nego. 
ciation with the Republic of Franee.—And whereas, 
their endeavours unremittingly purfued, have been en- 
tirely fruftrated, and all their overtures {cornfully re- 
-céted ; and, inftead of indemnity for the immenfe loffes 
of their citizens, by maritime fpoliations and arbitrary 
detention of their veffels, tribute, in the form of loans 
and otherwife, has been infultingly demanded ; and, in- 
{tead of an attention to thtir complaints, and a compe. 
tent redrefs of them, an apologetic explanation of the 
firm and dignified language of the Exccutive Addrefs 10 
the Legiflature has been required as a neceffary preli- 
minary to negotiation. - And.whereas,. thus circumftan. 
ced, it becomes evident, in juftification of their violated 
rights and infulted dignity, as well as to furnith the 
means of repelling the hoftile aéts of the Republic, and 
the contiquance of its lawlefs depredations, to annul and 
declare void the treaties that exift between the two 
nations:

Lorp Cuancetror obférved, that with refpeét to 
bankers’ notes, he-had'to mention to their Lordthips, 
that the number of forgeries now in circulation, of thofe 
of one, two and three guineas, had become a great 
grievance to the country, particularly in Munfter, in 
which part his Lordfhip had recently been. A certain 
bank-houfe of this city had inundated the kingdom with 
their fmall notes, and the forgeries.upon them were im- 
menfe, infomuch that if fome limitation were not put to 
the iffuing of fuch paper, commerce would be material- 
ly injured, by the general refufal they mutt fhortly caufe 
to all kind of bank notes, and thas much mifchief would 
enfue. ‘The farmers ia the country: where thofe forge- 
ries were in circulation, would be ruined by the impofi- 
tions on them, and gentlemen would be uvable to ob- 
tain their’ rents from their tenantry, as they certainly 
could not accept forgeries for their rent, though tenants 
had been fwindled by this counterfeit paper, out of what 
they-had provided to pay their landlords. The noble 
Earl faid, the idiftraft which had taken place, om ac- 
count of thofe fongeri¢s, would put a ftop to fairs in the 
‘eountry, by preventing the ufual buying and felling, and 
fpoke with much concern for the conlequences arifing 
to fariiers in’the cokntry, who were impof:d on by 


fach.. “His Lordthip reprobated the iffuing of fach a 
number of thofedimall notes from one houfe, which it

His Lordfhip impreffed upon the Houfe the neceflity' of 
taking this fubje&t into their ferious confideration, from 
which a ‘great public mifchief promifed to arife, and 
fuggefted that it would-be a falutary regulation, to oblige 
fuch. bankers by Jaw to return gold for any of their notes 
when demanded at their counter. Befides the grievance 
complained of by the people, there was a mode lately 
adopted, which gave a liberty to a banker’s clerk to 
ftamp any note a forgery that was offered to him, whe- 
ther it really was fo or not—this was a power that 
fhould not be committed to fuch perfops, and opened to 
them a ready means of paying off all notes in this way 
that came before them. His Lordthip after fome other 
very appofite remarks on this fubje&, concluded—the 
Houfé feeming to intereft themfelves much in the bufi- 
tefs, by the great attention it paid to what his Lordfhip 
had ftated.
